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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Bier does not teach (1 ) 
cutting a continuous moving glass sheet at an angle to its travel direction and across the glass sheet; (2) the step of measuring a varying 
thickness of the glass sheet; and (3) the step of varying applying force by the cutting tool. These arguments are not persuasive. 
Claim 15 does not clearly state a continuous moving glass sheet, therefore, keeping the glass sheet stationary during a cutting process 
reads on claim 15. 

Since the Applicant does not clearly state the measuring step occurring during the cutting process, pre-measuring the thickness of the glass 

sheet before a cutting process reads on the limitation of step (c). 

Varying cutting force applied on the workpiece is best seen in Figs. 4 and 5. 

The Applicant argues that in the combination of Almar and Bier, measuring sensor only determines a single average thickness of a glass 
sheet. This argument is not persuasive. Thickness of the glass sheet is sensed/measured during a cutting process; therefore, Almar reads 

on step (c). 

The Applicant argues that Almar does not teach the step of varying cutting force. This argument Is not persuasive. The Applicant argues 
against Almar Individually while the rejection is based on the combination of Almar and Bier. Bier teaches the step of varying cutting force. 
Therefore, the combination of Almar and Bier teaches the step of vary the cutting force. 
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
